W ashington. Ju n e 30th.—T he Chairman 
laid before the Senate the resolutions of the 
Portland (Oregon) Board of Trade, to the

Mitchell rem arked that, notw ithstanding 
this action of the Board of Trade, he and 
his colleagues were still in favor of the 
building ot the Cascade branch as a com­ 
peting line. 
The Senate proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of the resolution for public executive 
sessions, and a speeoh of Morrill against 
the proposed change was read by Mander- 
son. 
H oar also addressed the Senate in oppo­ 
sition to the proposed change. 
The conference report on the consular 
and diplomatic appropriation bill was sub­ 
mitted by Allison, and agreed to. 
The Chair laid before the Senate the joint 
resolution extending the appropriations lor 
fen days. 
Edm unds objected to a second reading of 
the joint resolution, for reasons which he 
said he would state to-morrow. 
The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the legislative appropriation 
bill.

It is accompanied by a 
resolution, that a fair and exhaustive in­ 
vestigation has failed to adduce any evi­

T he H u m b o ld t L and F raud*. 
W ashington, June 30th.—Several days 
ago H enry C. Putnam sent an affidavit to 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office relative to forty-four tim ber cash en­ 
tries of 100 acres each in the H um boldt 
land district. 
Putnam is associated in the 
ownership of the land with Chicago parties. 
The entries wore canceled, and he asks 
permission to be allowed to give evidence 
of good faith of the entry raen at the local 
Land Oflice. This application is denied. 
After reciting the facts in the possession of 
the Department to prove that these lands 
were fraudulently entered, Sparks says : 
“ There is a large mass of evidence on file 
in this office showing the illegal operations 
of Beaeb, Evans, Marks and their asso­ 
ciates in procuring entries of the redwood 
lands in H um boldt county. This evidence 
consists m ainly of reports of special agents 
and affidavits of individuals. 
It appears 
therefrom that these parties employed a 
num ber of agents to hunt men and induce 
them to file affidavits and lile application 
for tracts of lands, descriptions ol which 
were tarnished by Beach & Co.; that the 
agetds were paid $5 for each entry, and the 
entry men or applicants, usually received 
$50 for their applications; that they ap­ 
proached and made such offers to large 
num bers of worthy citizens, who declined 
to become parties'to the frauds, and fur­ 
nished 
affidavits 
as 
to 
the 
facts, 
and that those who were induced to 
make the applications never saw the lands 
they applietl to enter, and had noth­ 
ing’ to do w ith the false proofs sub­ 
mitted, nor did the3’ m ake the entries.'’ 
These sanie parties procured to be made in 
this way several hundred entries, of 1G0 
acres each, of the tim ber land in California. 
It also appears that these parties have done 
everything iu their power to prevent an 
honest and fair investigation of the frauds 
by the G overnm ent; that they employed 
spies to watch and follow its agents; that 
they have threatened and attempted to in­ 
tim idate persons who were inclined to give 
evidence against them , or assist the agent. 
In one case two parties who were about to 
enter the agent’s room at his hotel were 
knocked down and driven away by these 
spies or agents. 
It is shown that at least 
one agent who had these cases under inves­ 
tigation was offered a large bribe. These 
frauds were well known to the community, 
and there is evidence tending to show that 
some of the present owners had personal 
knowledge of the same. The nature and 
character of the cases adm it of no better 
evidence than that upon which the action 
of this office was taken.”

THE RESULTS. 


THE LOGIC OF IT. 
Some days ago we published a trenchant 
extract (rom an Eastern contemporary, 
wherein it was suggested that just so far 
as the right and justification of a strike by­ 
workers to compel an employer to dis­ 
charge some one obnoxious to the workers, 
or to reinstate a discharged employe ex­ 
ists and has justification, just so far there 
exists and is justified the right in the em­ 
ployers of workers to combine togethc-r 
also, and lock out all employes because 
some one or more of their associates have 
refused to work for their employer. We 
had not supposed that so soon as this, or 
that upon this coast the first practical 
trial of this philosophy would he made. 
But so it is. In Sin Francisco the logic 
of the strike has been invoked, and there 
can he no answer to it. It is simply invul­ 
nerable. If A, B, C may refuse to work for 
D because the latter will not engage E 
also, why may not D. and all of his class 
as reasonably refuse to employ A, I> and 
C, and all of their class, because one of 
that class refuses to work for I), or one of 
his associates? There wus a strike at the 
Union Iron Works, in Ban Francisco, the 
other day. It was not because of insuffi­ 
cient wages, or the unwarrantable exac­ 
tions of the employers regarding the hours 
of labor, or against the unhcalthfulness of 
the shops, or the unsanitary condition of 
the grounds, or the refusal to allow holi­ 
days ; it was because the managers of the 
concern refused to discharge from employ­ 
ment omr men out of 499 employed. The 
four were not members of a labor organ­ 
ization to which the 590 belonged. They 
had been in the employment of the firm 
for several years, and were faithful and 
satisfactory to their employers. 
The 
strikers went out, as was their right; 
hut it was exercised as a force, neverthe­ 
less, to compel the concern to accede to 
their demands in order to get sufficient 
skilled laborers to carry on the business of 
the house. After some days the strikers, 
as was their right, applied to the managers 
of the works through the medium of of­ 
ficial representatives of labor organizations, 
for the formation of a hoard of arbitration 
to settle the whole difficulty. To this pro­ 
position the employers now reply, as is 
their right, in the phrasing of the precise 
logic we have recited. They say—and the 
response is trenchant and paralyzing—if 
this was a question involving labor hours 
labor wages or workshop rules, we can see 
how we could consent to arbitration of the 
issue, and how it would lie wise for us to 
do so, but we do not see how it is possible 
for us to consent to arbitrate this otiicr 
matter. Suppose, they say, in effect, we 
should arbitrate as you desire, and the 
arbitrators should decide that you had the 
right to demand the dismissal of this, that 
or tke other man from the shops because 
they refuse to join, or do not belong to 
your Union or association, and that you 
had tl 
_ 
your organization from our employment: 
and suppose that we should comply with 
this demand, then would not the sastepro­ 
cess of arbitration grant us the same rights 
by which we could demand the expulsion 
of any member of your federation who 
might, from any cause, lie obnoxious to us, 
and would we not have the right to lock out 
all your members who might he in our em­ 
ployment, because our demands were not 
complied with ? And they leave the strikers 
to answer the question fur themselves, and 
to digest, as best they may, the wholesome 
truth contained in it. We are too much 
the frieml of the wage-winner and the 
toilers along life’s way to attempt to dis­ 
guise the truth of this matter, or to offer 
specious excuses for the application of a 
rule of human rights to one class from 
which another class shall be exempt. We 
anticipated the failure of this iron work­ 
ers’ strike, and the signs of it are already 
patent. It was a senseless and foolish hit 
of bravado, and will result in nothing else 
than the punishment of the men by depri­ 
vation of labor, and the consequence must 
he suffering in their families, or the accu­ 
mulation of sufficient capital by them to 
establish a co-operative shop in opposition 
to that against which they have struck, 
and the result would be to divide the pat­ 
ronage of a trade that has doubts of its 
ability to compete with the great East, and 
that is not at all certain of profitable re­ 
wards.

It is remarked by the Albany Journal 
as significant that practically none of the 
labor strikes of the past year have been 
successful. There have been, we believe, 
one or two cases where a strike was averted 
by the yielding of the employer, and in 
San Francisco the cooks and waiters 
struck and won, but it was against an as­ 
sault upon their honesty and manhood. 
In the great Southwestern strike the wage- 
winners failed; in the New York street 
railroad strikes they were defeated save in 
one respect, where an hour less of labor 
was conceded after interposition hv the 
Railroad Commission in liehalf of the 
workers. In C hicago and St. Louis all the 
strikes failed, as also that in Troy of the 
stove-makers, and that other of the collar- 
makers, in which women joined. The 
real effect lias beeji to organize capital for 
resistance to strikes. And thus labor is 
learning that it can do more, as Mr. Pow- 
derly has advised, by organization and 
calm protest against wrongs, and by tiie 
invocation of arbitration, than by any 
other methods. Thus far, certainly the 
strike has not proved to bo nearly so dam­ 
aging to capital as to labor. 
T h ere is “ no denying,” as we yesterday 
remarked,, that there is a controlling senti­ 
ment that excuses one kind of murder— 
that whicli works expiation for the ruin 
of a wife, daughter or sister. We are not 
disposed to quarrel with that sentiment 
now, or to say that it is not in accord with 
a chivalrous spirit, or that it does not act 
in a degree as a preventive of assault 
upon female virtue. But the very exist­ 
ence of tiie sentiment ought to bring, and 
presently will bring, men to reason with 
themselves as to whether it advances us 
or turns us back upon the path of civiliza­ 
tion. Whether its approval will not grow 
into a license that will make the law of 
the pistol subversive of other codes than 
those against murder. Whether, indeed, 
this expanding sentiment does not threaten 
the stability of social order. And tills 
reasoning may bring the conviction that 
will ripen into law, that there ought to be 
more effective statutes to punish the se­ 
ducer and traducer, and to hold, in check 
those men who prey upon female virtue.

NOTES AN1) COMMENTS. 
The annual convention of the American 
Bankers' Association will be held at Horti­ 
cultural Hall, Boston, on August 11th and 
12th. An interesting and important meet­ 
ing is anticipated. 
The shipment of fruit by special trains 
of fifteen ears or more has become a reality. 
The second train was sent out yesterday by 
members of the Fruit-Growers’ Associn- 
light to withdraw all the men of j ¡ion, and will continue regularly hereaiter. 
This evidences a development in the fruit 
trade which is lull of promise to the State. 
It is, however, only the beginning, and 
there cannot be the slightest doubt that be­ 
fore the fruit season of 1387 closes a special 
fruit train of this class will leave Sacra­ 
mento every day. 
The people of the valley, who have 
suffered so much from the How of hydrau­ 
lic miningdebris,will warmly appreciate the 
fact that the Supreme Court of the United 
States—the Court of last resort—has just 
rendered its decision fully sustaining Judge 
Kcyscr in his orders of punishment for 
contempt, for violation of injunctions 
issued by him. This not only vindicates 
Judge Keyser from past aspersions very 
improperly made, but will enable the local 
Courts to proceed in these cases with their 
authority duly respected. 
Some criticism has been made upon our 
California delegation In Congress trorn the 
fact that the members permitted the vote 
by which $4.500 was added to the appropri­ 
ation for enforcing the Chinese Restriction 
Act to be reconsidered by consent. The 
fact is. that if any objection to such recon­ 
sideration had been made, Randall would 
only have had to request one of his 
Democratic followers who had voted for 
the bill to move its reconsideration, after 
due notice given, and the vote by which 
the additional $4,500 was finally voted 
down shows that it would have been re­ 
considered, upon motion, if Randall so de­ 
sired. Our Congressmen, no doubt, 
thought, therefore, that by avoiding antag­ 
onism in bringing it again before the 
House, they might, on the strength of the 
speeches they had just made, secure its re­ 
adoption. but they failed to have votes 
enough. One of the votes nccessarv to se­ 
cure its adoption was Mr. Henley's; but 
the member from Mexico joined the oppo­ 
sition, which killed the amendment.

SENATOR STANFORD’S TRAINER. 
A Surprise at tiie Speed of Pacific Coast 
Colts Predicted. 
Harry Woodthorpe, the active young 
jockey who won wealth and reputation, 
some years ago as the trainer for Lucky 
Baldwin of Lucky B., Jlollie McCarty and 
Gano, arrived in the city yesterday from 
Nevada. He was on route for Stanford's 
Palo Alto ranch, where lie lias been en- 
Igaged to lit the new lot of colts for the fall 
races. A Call reporter met the young 
driver for a moment between trains, and 
the latter touched briefly on his exploits 
recently at the Eastern races with Bud 
Doble and other celebrities. He said he 
had picked up a good many points, and did 
not propose to forget any of them. Wood­ 
thorpe is a bright, lithe-looking man of 23. 
lie was born in San Francisco, and is per­ 
haps the best rider on the coast, though he 
himself accords that honor to l’atsv Duffy, 
Woodthorpe now weighs IIS pounds, but 
said he would at once go into the sweatbox 
and bring himself down to 105, the neces­ 
sary point for riding the Stanford 2-year- 
olds. He has ridden for Senator Stanford 
before, having helped to get the best speed 
out of Freeman, Fortress, Satinet ie and 
Satinella in previous races. At the last 
State Fair also he rode Garfielu and Inch- 
back for Harris Stover. 
In 1831 Woodthorpe made some rattling 
time at Stockton in the noted novelty race, 
when lie rode Clara I), the first quarter in 
:23, the half mile in :49i, and the mile in 
1:424,winning $100 at each quarter pole. In 
1870 he put John Cardinell’s Tlllie C. 
around the Oakland half-mile ring at a 
speed never before nor since equalled ¡here. 
In mentioning these races, he said he ex­ 
pected to do vastly better this fall than 
ever before. He had not yet seer, the Stan-• 
ford colts, but had no doubt from what’ 
he liad heard that there was a good deal of 
speed in them, and he proposed to bring it 
out. 
It was his opinion that Pacific coast 
horsemen would this fall be surprised at 
their speed, for the English dams of the 
colts, which Senator Stanford brought over 
from Liverpool over a year since, were of 
the most superior speed and mettle in 
England. One of the colts, he said, had 
already made a half mile in 48 seconds, and 
that, too,, with very little training. 
Woodthorpe has contracted with Super­ 
intendent Welch, of the rnnning-liorse de­ 
partment of the Palo Alto ranch, to give 
his exclusive attention to these colts for a 
year. He will ride about a dozen of them 
at the ranch during the next few weeks, 
and the two or three that develop the most i 
speed will be kept out for the fall races in 
the various towns and cities of the Califor­ 
nia circuit.—Call, June ‘¿0th.

THE HARLAN CASE. 
Frank J. nam es’ Version of the Tl-.uui- 
cide. 
One of the principal witnesses for the de­ 
fense in tiie Harlan case at Woodland is 
Frank J. Barnes, brotker-in-iaw of the de­ 
fendant, and charged with complicity in 
the homicide. lie was on the stand Tues­ 
day, and gave the following account of the 
shooting, after first narrating where he 
had been for a short lime previously : Then 
went to the Byrus. Went to the saloon and 
called lor a cigar. 1 came out then at the 
front door. I saw Craft when I went into 
the hotel standing in front of the bootblack 
stand. I saw him sitting in the north chair 
when I went out. I then walked down to 
the bank. Harlan and Stephens were there. 
1 saw Audett pass the bank, maybe siotq 
but don’t remember the time. I told Har­ 
lan that 1 had been to the hotel and seen 
Craft there. I had no object in going there 
but to get a cigar. When I told Harlan, 
he said lie would go up and see him, and 
started. 
I said, “ Joseph, I will go, too.” 
He said. “ If you go. I want to do uil the 
talking.” 1 said 1 would not open my 
head. We went to the front door. Harlan 
went in first, a couple of steps ahead. The 
door was open. My hands were not in my 
pockets. Think Harlan had hands in his 
overcoat pockets. He went in about five feet 
and stopped, looking south. I stepped up. 
He turned. I saw Craft jump up, turn and 
make a movement to draw a pistol. [De­ 
scribes Craft's position.] Harlan then raised 
his pistol and fired. Craft jumped after the 
first shot about six feet, still trying to get 
his pistol; liarían fired again’ when lie 
struck the lloor; Craft was running south a 
little sideways; lie halted when eight or ten 
feet beyond the desk, and turned and fired ; 
Harlan followed a shore distance, and filed 
the third time ; at the same time Craft fired; 
after this Cratt fell immediately; fell back­ 
wards on his left shoulder, his hand on his 
hip, grasping the pistol, where it remained 
till Harlan fired the last shot; I was stand­ 
ing near where I was at first, until Ilarlan 
moved south ; then I went up to the counter. 
When Craft turned and fired, I pulled my 
pistol and held it in my hand ; I did not 
move, stood still. When Harlan went out, 
Middlemiss or somebody asked me what all 
this meant. I then went out and came up 
with Harlan at Greene’s store. I put my 
pistol back while I stood by the counter, 1 
think. Craft jumped up before Harlan fired. 
Craft was dressed with an overcoat and coat 
buttoned to the last button ; when Craft fell 
he lay on oHe shoulder, with the right hand 
and pistol above the leg about a foot, and 
remained there until the last shot. I drew 
my pistol because I thought if he shot 
Harlan that then he would shoot m e; did 
not expect a shooting when 1 went to the 
hotel. I expected they would have a talk 
and nothing’ more. 
At yesterday’s session the witness was 
cross-examined at length by General Hart, 
and during the examination stated 1 
went to the Byrns to get a cigar. Did not 
tell Craft that Harlan wanted to see him : 
I did not want to take too much on my­ 
self, so 1 thought I would tell Harlan and 
let him go and see Craft himself. I passed 
within six or eigiit feet of Craft while lie 
stood by the bootblack stand ; don’t know 
that he saw me enter; must have seen me 
go out; did not speak to Pendegast. I 
told Harlan that Craft was on the boot­ 
black stand at the hotel. 
(j.—W hy did you describe the location 
of Graft ? 
A.—Don’t know that I had any purpose 
in so stating. No object in view. Nobody 
was present when I told Harlan. Stephens 
may have been near. I beckoned my head 
to him, lie came to me and I told him. 
Q.—Why did you notice where Harlan 
liad his hands ? 
A.—Because he was in front of me and 
in direct view. I kept up near Harlan 
when he halted inside the hotel door; saw 
him turn round slowly ; saw his pistol be­ 
fore he fired; Craft got his hand in between 
his coats when feeling for his pistol: did 
not know that Harian had a pistol ; Har­ 
lan fired only one shot while Craft was on 
tl;e stand, the next wiieti lie jumped to tiie 
floor; Craft was still trvingtoget his pistol; 
Harlan tired the third time as Craft fired, 
then Craft fell: did not see Craft shoot 
himself; only saw Ilarlan fire four shots; 
Craft was facing Ilarlan when he fired; 
think the third shot killed Craft; they 
were about eighteen feet apart. 
(>.—Is it not a fact that Craft was fulling 
when he tired ? 
A.—Think lie fell immediately after 
firing. 
(j.—Did Craft drop his pistol when lie 
fell ?A.—No; lie grasped it in his hand and 
held it above bis light leg ; the arm and 
pistol fell after the shot in the head ; Har­ 
lan's pistol was two and a liaif feet from 
the head when he fired. 
(I —Did you not say publicly on the street 
of Woodland, after the shooting, that Har­ 
lan killed Cratt tO protect the honor of his 
daughter ? 
A.—I did not. 
lj.—Did you so understand’t ? 
A.—I did not; think I talked with Mr. 
Souie on February Sth ; did not say to 
Soule that I did not believe in protecting 
the ladies of my household ; I think Mr. 
Soule said it was a cold-blooded murder ; 
Soule did not believe in a man taking the 
law in his own hands; I said this was a 
case where it was unavoidable ; I know 
Elijah Williams ; he worked at my place ; 
i may have mentioned the killing at the 
breakfast table on the following morning. 
Q.—Did not your daughter ask you at 
that time if there was anybody there to 
prevent the killing ? 
A.—Not to my knowledge. 
i).—Did you not say, no ; if they had, 
they would have had me to contend with ? 
A.—No. 
(j.—Did you not say at the postoffice flic 
same day, after the homicide, in the pres­ 
ence of a number of persons, that Harlan 
liad killed the s 
of a b 
, and if lie 
had not you would ? 
Objection. Sustained. 
O —Did you, while there, hear Mr. Har­ 
lan say that a man had a light to protect 
the honor of bis own family? 
Objection. Sustained. 
Did not go to the old Masonic building 
that day with Ben. Harian; saw Craft get 
out of the chair after I went in the hotel; 
1 did not draw my pistol until I saw Craft 
draw his. 
(J.—What was your reason for carrying a 
pistol? 
A.—Because my lite had been threatened 
about eighteen months ago. 
Q.—By whom ? 
Objection. Sustained. 
After Barnes left the stand, F. M. Brown 
testified in corroboration of Ben. Harlan, 
as to his movements on the morning of the 
homicide. W. II. Ponds’ testimony was 
relative to threats made by deceased against 
members of defendant’s family-. He was 
still on tbe stand when the Court adjourned 
for the day.

Schmidt's crop 
was so badly shelled that for some time it 
was an open question whether or not it 
would pay to harvest it. J. W. McFadyen 
had a field of fifty acras in which the loss 
was probably fifty per cent. 
In other 
cases, the loss was so trifling as to be 
scarcely appreciable.—Vixon Tribune.

Funeral of J . C. K lein. 
The funeral of J. C. Klein, who met with 
such a tragic death on the Plaza, Sunday 
night, the particulars of which have been 
heretofore published, took pla* from the 
family residence. <105 IC street, at .‘i p. m. 
yesterday. The First Artillery lSand, of 
which he was a member, had charge of the 
funeral, and a detachment of military acted 
as escort. The Hussar Baud furnished the 
music. Long before the hour arrived for 
the holding of the services, the streets in 
the vicinity of the residence and the Sev­ 
enth-street Methodist Church, where the 
exercises were held, were crowded with 
people. The church could not hold a tenth 
part of those who desired admission, and 
in consequence Seventh street, from J to 
K for over an hour, was blocked with peo­ 
ple. The services were conducted by the 
pastor of the church. Itev. II. C. Christian. 
The remains, which were in a rosewood 
casket, were placed in front of the altar. 
The casket was covered witli flowers, 
wreaths and immortelles, lying in the cen­ 
ter of which was deceased's cornet. Large 
doral pieces were placedaround the casket, 
representing lyres, harps, horseshoes, an­ 
chors, crosses, etc. The pall bearers were 
from the First Artillery Band, and the re­ 
maining members of that organization 
occupied seats with the family and 
relations of the deceased. The hand

in 
the 
gallery 
played 
“ Coma ye Disconsolate," after which 
the pastor read the nineteenth Psalm, 
after which lie offered up to the Most High 
a fervent, feeling and o'oqucn 1 prayer, in 
which he said we were in the shadow of 
an awful gloom, that had fallen upon every 
heart and every home in this city. The 
people had gathered to shed a tear in 
sympathy with the broken-hearted father 
and mother, sisters and brothers of the de­ 
ceased. He directed them to look to God 
for comfort—in Him and Him alone is 
there help to be found. Our hearts are 
breaking for the young people of the com­ 
munity ; may they restrain their passions ; 
may they he kept from the paths of sin, 
and led to the throne of God. 
After the prayer, which concluded the 
services, the band played "Nearer. Mv 
God, to Thee," while those who desired to 
view the remains were afforded an oppor­ 
tunity. After those in the church had 
passed around the bier, a line was formed 
from the street, which tiled in and out the 
church for nearly an hour, and when, at 
last, the doors were closed against further 
entry, several hundreds were obliged to go 
away without having an opportunity of 
taking a last look at the remains of the 
young musician. A large number followed 
the hearse to the grave, where the last sad 
rites were spoken, the casket lowered in 
the grave and covered with a mound of 
earth, which was in turn buried deep with 
flowers.

Yesterday morning Frank M. Skeplar, 
who resides a few miles from the city, 
drove to town with his father-in-law, Rev.

T hirteenth A nniversary. 
The Knights ot Honor of this city—Cali­ 
fornia and Vnity Lodges—celebrated tbe 
thirteenth anniversary of the Order with a 
banquet at Grangers' Hall last evening. 
The Order was organized in Louisville, 
Kentucky, in June, 1875. with eleven mem­ 
bers, and has spread with such rapidity 
that to-day it ranks first in the United 
States in point of membership, having 
lodges in every State of the Union. Its sole 
object ¡scaring for the widows and orphans 
of deceased members. Upon the death ot 
a member in good standing $2,000 is paid 
to his family. The two lodges in this city 
have a combined membership of unward's 
ol three hundred, California being the first 
lodge instituted in this State. The average 
annual dues of a member under 45 years of 
age is $13 70. It is estimated that the Or­ 
der pays out daily $6,000, monthly $180,000, 
annually $2,100,000, and has actually paid 
over to widows and orphans since its first 
organization upwards of $18,000,000. Last 
night upwards of seventy-five were seated 
around the banquet table, many excellent 
speeches were made, and the evening was 
enlivened with songs and pleasant anec­ 
dotes.

No other person has been reported 
drowned in this vicinity whose body might 
be expected to be found unclothed.

Alturas (Modoc county), June 30th.— 
The entire business portion of this town 
was destroyed by fire yes'erday. The fire 
started in the rear of the Eureka Hotel, 
kept by A. A. Olinger, and swept both 
sides of Main street, taking everything in 
its path except Jopp & Martin’s fireproof 
building. The Postofiice. Palace Hotel, 
Eureka and Kxchange Hotel, and Odd 
Fellows’ Hall are among the buildings 
■burned. Not a saloon is left in town. The 
loss will reach $00,000, part of which is un­ 
insured. There were some narrow escapes 
from death, but so far as known no life 
was lost. The town presents a terrible 
cene of destruction.

The T rial of -Judge T yler—Sensational 
Testim ony. 
San Francisco, June 30th.—In the course 
of the trial of George W. Tyler for felony, 
in progress before Judge Wilson to-day, 
Mrs. Plcasance was called as a witness. She 
swore that she had been approached by 
Harry Williams. She arranged for ait 
interview with him at her house. Tne 
interview was held in her front parlor. In 
tlie rear parlor she hail witnesses stalioned. 
who overheard the conversation between 
herself and Williams. Williams told her 
that he came from General Barnes, and de­ 
sired to get her assistance in getting even 
on Tyler. He said that the Sharon side 
was determined to send Tyler to prison ; 
that Newlands had the money and that 
Barnes had the brains, and between them 
they owned the Courts. The District At­ 
torney was only a tool in their hands. The 
speech he delivered in the Brown-Weile 
trial, Williams said, had been writ­ 
ten for him by Barnes. 
If Brown 
could be 
got ' to 
put the blame 
on Tyler, he (Barnes) would do anything 
for hint. He would guarantee her n oney 
enough to pay off her mortgage, and to in­ 
demnify her for what she had spent on the 
Sharon case. 
“Did he say what Court Newlands and 
Barnes owned?” asked Judge Wilson. 
“Oh ' he incani all of them, ’ replied the 
witness, in her sharp manner. 
Hugh Mauldin, a jeweler, was called. He 
corroborated Mrs. Plcasance s testimony, 
having been in the back room and over­ 
heard the whole of the conversation be­ 
tween Williams and Mrs. l’leasauce. He 
took down Williams' statements as they 
were made on a piece of paper. 
' John Allen, Thomas Bell’s colored coach­ 
man, next testified to having been an occu­ 
pant of the back room on the occasion of 
the first of the two interviews Mrs. Pleas- 
ance had with W illiams. He heard Will­ 
iams say distinctly that if Mrs. Plcasance 
would heip convict Tyier they would pay 
her back all the money she had spent on 
the .Sharon trial. 
Diam onds Misting. 
San Francisco, June 30th.—Thomas 
Hickey, alias Smith, alias Harris, was ar­ 
rested" to-day at 1068 Howard street fora 
burglary committed at Stockton on Sunday 
one week ago. Hickey entered the rooms 
oí Lew Catlett and iiis wife while they 
were playing at a Stockton theater. He 
stole jewelry valued at $200, the greater 
portion of which has been recovered. He 
is supposed, at the time of arrest, to have 
swallowed two diamonds which lie picked 
out «>f the setting of earrings. When ac­ 
cused of doing this lie fid not deny the 
fact. Hickey is a well-known convict, 
who, in April, 1877, was sentenced to 150 
days for petty larceny ; four years for burg­ 
lary in July. 1870; two years for grand lar­ 
ceny in July, 1879, and in January last was 
acquitted ol burglary. Surgeons Dennis 
anrl Chaigtieuu respectfully declined the 
proposition of Captain Lees to take the 
prisoner into ibe hospital, and experiment 
on him to recover the diamonds. 
An Unknown San Franciscan Shot. 
Napa, June 30th.—In Spanislitown. last 
night. Mervin L. Stillwagen shot a young 
man who is visiting here from San Fran­ 
cisco. The wound is not very serious, and 
Stillwagen was not arrested, as the stranger, 
not desiring to be known, would not make 
a complaint.

The Monterey ex­ 
press ran into a double team, driven by 
Fred Louis Martin, killing both horses and 
severely injuring Martin.

An explosion of pent-up sewer gas in the 
English House of Commons caused con­ 
siderable .excitement. many attributing it 
to a dynamite plot. 
The President has sent the following 
nomination to the Senate: Hugh Smith 
Thompson, ot South Carolina, to be Assist­ 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, vice William 
Smith, resigned. 
The shortage in the accounts of Colonel 
It. M. Kelly, late United States Pension 
Agent at Louisville, Ky., amounting to 
$51,000, has been settled, and the money 
paid over to the Government. 
Baron FI. Deworms, E. Waylely and T. 
P. Royden, Conservative candidates for East 
Toxteth, Everton and West Toxeth, di­ 
visions of Liverpool, respectively, have 
bec-n elected to the House of Commons, 
their seats being conceded to them because 
neither was contested. 
J. A. L. Wilson, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal 
Company at Philadelphia, is said to be a 
defaulter to the extent of $178,000. He is 
said to have made a confession and to have 
fled. A later report piares the defalcation 
at between $500.000 and $600,000 
At Oxford, England, Wednesday, honor­ 
ary degrees were conferred on Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and John Bright. Both 
gentlemen were received with demonstra­ 
tions amounting to an ovation. The stu­ 
dents p,issed every mention of Gladstone’s 
name, and cheered for Lord Salisbury and 
Lord Randolph Churchill. 
The schooner-yaclit Pelican capsized oil' 
Swarapscott, Mass., Tuesday afternoon, and 
four of the six men ou board were drowned. 
The yacht was struck by a squall «-bile the 
men were watching the regatta. The men 
clung to the keel until the yacht went 
down, and then struck out for the shore, 
five miles away. Four went down utterly 
exhausted, and two were picked up near 
the shore, nearly dead. 


fSAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
The sacrament of confirmation was ad­ 
ministered on Tuesday to 350 persons by 
Archbishop Riordan. 
The name of the widened portion of Du­ 
pont street has been changed to Grant 
avenue, by order of the Supervisors. 
Mathew A. Butler, aged 20, an employe 
in the railroad yard at Fourth und Town­ 
send streets, while uncoupling an engine 
from a train lost his balance and was run 
over and killed. His parents reside in 
Pajaro. 
The State Board of Viticulture ha3 re­ 
ceived reports front Napa county and Liver­ 
more, Alameda county, stating that the 
crop will fall considerably below the esti­ 
mate of last month. It is expected to be 
about 20 per cent, better than the 1885 crop, 
but will be at least 30 per cent, behind that 
of 1884. 
The death of Frederick L. Corwin at 
Panama on the 3d inst. is reported. The 
deceased was a pioneer of Pioche, Nev., and 
for many years previous to his death had 
been freight clerk and purser to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company. He was about 
42 years of age, and was widely known and 
highly esteemed.

M ovement in Col#ny W ork. 
The following letter from Dr. Latham 
appears in the Alla concerning colony work 
now being entered upon in central and 
northern California: 
The earliest portion of the tertiary geo­ 
logical epoch was « ailed tlie Eocene—the 
beginning of the dawn. It was then that 
the first of the flora and fauna, that now 
beautify and enrich the earth, made their 
appearance. Now tlie eocene of the colony 
epoch lias commenced in northern arid 
middle California. For years we have seen 
tlie colonv work going on in other coun­ 
tries. notably Kansas. Nebraska, Colorado 
and southern Caiilornia, «livi.iing the great 
half-tilled or entirely unfilled land hold­ 
ings, bringing the waters ot the mountain 
streams to the parched soil, covering it with 
industrious people of the East, each with 
their twenty and forty-acre tract, and do­ 
ing their own work, making the waste 
places blossom like a garden, and adding 
vastly to the wealth and production of those 
sections. It lias long been clear to many 
here that if this section was ever to develop 
its vast possibilities, add to its wealth and 
population, it must be by the colony sys­ 
tem. Now it can be safely said that “ the 
beginning of the dawn ’ has come. In 
several counties the great landholders 
have divided their holdings into ten, twenty 
and forty-acre tracts, put running water 
upon every tract, and are selling them to 
actual settlers, largely on time, at low rates 
of interest.
